City Attorney E. F. McFaddin would 
enable attorneys for the city and the 
brick works to file briefs in litigation 
Circuit court is scheduled to hear next 
week the suit for review of the com- 
mission's orrlc,- authorizing the Lou 
isiana Nevada Transit company to 
serve Hope and the Ideal Cement com- 
pany's plant at Okay with gas. 


The city's petition said there would 


be savings of more than 30 per cent 
per ycnr to the municipally-owned 
light & water plant which is to be 
furnished gas by Louisiana Nevada 
Any savings in fuel costs, McFaddin 
said, jyould mean either, that electric 
rules, at Hope would be reduced or 
that "greater profits would accrue to 
the citizens." . 


MeFaddin said that as result of the 


Louisiana Nevada contracts to furnish 
thl brick works gas at 10 cents per 1,000 
cubic feet "the Arkansas Louisiana 
8»s company lias been compelled to 
reduce natural gas rates to other brick 
manufacturers in or near the terri- 
tory of Hope." This petition, he said, 
would aid the industrial development 
of the section.

HELENA — Hearing of a petition 


seeking to disbar Sol S. Hargraves, 
Forrest &ty and Memphis lawyer, 
is scheduled to get under way in Unit- 
ed S lutes District Court here Wed- 
nesday. 


The petition is th result of a rec- 


ommendation made by a committee 
consisting of Charles A. Fricrson, W. 
W. Sharp and J. D. Daggctt, appoint- 
ed January 23, 1939, by Judge Thom- 
as C. Trimble in federal court to in- 
vestigate charges of "unprofessional 
conduct." 


The committee recommended that 


written charges be preferred in court. 
These charges, embodied in an original 
and an amended petition, recite that 
the record of the investigation con- 
dueled by the committee into the ca.sc 
of the United States against Dr. Wil- 
liam Jordon of Brinklcy, whom Mr. 
Hargraves defended, indicates violat- 
ion of the federal criminal statutes. 


Both the original and the amended 


petitions were filed by William H. 
Gregory and Leon 13. Catlctt, assist- 
ant United States district attorneys. 


In the amended petition, it is charg- 


ed that on September 25. 1938. Mr. 
Hargraves conspired with the defcn-

British Plane Attack 


LONDON -(/P>— A British air arma- 


da, hurling its might against the nazjs 
in perhaps the biggest raid in history 
on one fortified point, early Wednes- 
day was dumping tons of bombs on 
the German island seaplane base of 
Sylt. 


Thy raid began Tuesday night at 


8 p. m. (1 p. m. CST) and an air 
ministry communique said 
it was 


still in progress with the bombers 
flying relays seven hours later. 


The first bombers, which led the 


wave upon wave of Royal Air Force 
fliers, already had returned, the min- 
istry said in its terse communique. 


The raid was Great Britain's an- 


swer to Germany's attack Saturday 
night on her naval base at Scapa 
Flow in which the British said only 
one battleship was slightly damaged. 


(The Germans reported three of Bri- 


tain's mightiest men-o-war were be- 
ieved to have been damaged along with 
two ether warships.) 


To 
reach 
the German base at 


Hprnum, on the isle of Sylt, the arm- 
ada flew across 350 miles of the North 
Sea. 


An account of the raid issued early 


Wednesday morning said the bombers 
attacked 
in relays almost continu 


ously in bright moonlight and caus- 
ed extensive damage to hangers, work 
shops and slipways. 


The Hornum base was identified 


first by the moonlight. Then fires 
started by the first bombs provided 
unmistakable guides as "successive 
waves of the attack were delivered." 


"By 3:30 a. m. (8:30 p. m, CST) all 


aircraft which were due back by that 
time had landed safetly," the re- 
port said. 


Eyewitnesses on the nearby/Dan- 


ish island of Romoe said 84 bomb 
explosions and two tremendous, earth 
jarring blasts had been heard 
up 


to 11 p. m. Tuesday night, and that 
one bomb "undoubtedly blew up an 
ammunition depot."

A quiet and unassuming woman, 


highly respected in the community,

he has not done as much as they 
say." 


After attending rural schools and 


the city high school here Chapman 
operated « small business before go- 
ing to OklaJioma and becoming" a, 
successful contractor.

That accounts for the claim of St. 


Paul that as a Roman citizen he had 
a right - to bring his case befort 
Roman tribunal. 


Many people, if ever 
they give 


Ihc matter a second thoughl, wonder 
how a Jewish tentmaker from the 
Asiatic city of Tarsus could pos 
sibly claim Roman citizenship. 


It was really very simple. Either he 


himself or his father had bought thai 
citizenship, as hundreds of Ihousands 
of other foreigners had done,' on ac- 
count of the privileges to which it 
entitled 
them after they had ac- 


quired their papers. 


And in this way, th Roman Re- 


public had dug its own gravt. It had 
allowed its peasantry to degenerate in- 
to a city proletariat.
